Americans and English alike arc entranc- 
ed with Shakespeare, They love the maa 
and all belonging to him, and now they are 
discussing the question, ““Oi what did 
Shakespeare die?” Following up this m- 
quiry a writer in the New York Medical 
Record communicates thet the pect died of 
some respiratery lesion, prohably pueu- 
monia. The evidence on which this theory

The age of the poet at death (52) is con- 
nected with a period of life when the mer- 
tality irom pulmonary diseases is detiuite!y 
igcreased ip proportion te other causes. His 
death occurred during the month of Apmi 
(23rd), which *‘in England is a moath of 
treacherous changes in temperature and im 
weather.” Some time prior to bis death, it 
is urged, be passed an interval of excessive 
conviviality, ‘* and quite likely of deep m- 
texication, in the companionship of conviv- 
ial friends.”
